Fowler, who is now employed as administrative 
analyst vviili tlie Recreation and Parks Department 
ill Pasadena, taught in the Pasadena Unified School 
District from 1973 to 1985. After a short hiatus, she 
worked for Aerojet Electro-Systems for 2Vi years be¬ 
fore eoiitinuiiig with her education, attending the 
Peter F. Drucker Fxeeutive School of Management, 
which is part of the Claremont Graduate School.

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SM businesses 
concerned about 
tbeir future 

A statement in the latest Wistaria 
Vine newsletter sent out by the city has 
many merchants concerned about the 
future of their businesses. 

Under “Business License Changes,” 
a statement was made as follows: “In 
1994, license fees will be based on the 
gross income of each business, rather 
than the current fixed rate.” 

Merchants up and down the street, 
both retail and non-retail, voiced great 
concern about what such an action would 
do to a business that is “on the cusp” 
of survival. 

One businessman said, “I am not 
about to reveal my gross income.” 

Others explain that their gross and 
net are so close that an added licensing 
fee would put them out of business. 

The News called Sean Joyce, assistant 
city administrator, who explained that 
it is “being contemplated” and that the 
City Council is “exploring it” as a revenue- 
builder. 

The News has reported the results 
of a meeting two months ago at which 
City Council members and Doug Berk¬ 
shire, the finance director, discussed 
various methods of raising revenue. At 
that meeting, however, no action was 
taken. 

It has not passed the City Council.

Meals to be forgotten

The late 0.0. (Oscar Odd) McIntyre was a 
first class journalist, and a world class gourmet. 
He knew and patronized the great restaurants 
of Europe and America in his never-ending quest 
for exotic foods. In contrast, he had a most 
unusual hobby. He loved to poke around the 
back alleys and byways of New York, looking 
for little hole-in-the-wall eating places where he 
might find the germ of a story (no pun intended). 
Some of them must have been unique, as “It 
was one of those places where even the cock¬ 
roaches got discouraged, and would, occasion¬ 
ally, end it all in the mustard.” It was my fate 
to encounter two such places in one day. But 
there was a difference. The cockroaches where 
1 attempted to dine would have died of acute 
indigestion before they had a chance to take the 
final leap. It all happened on an October day in 
1925. 

Early one morning 1 entered a cafe in a 
small village in central Utah. I ordered hotcakes 
and coffee, a terrible mistake as it turned out. 
The cakes were apparently made of latex; they 
could have been cut into strips and used for flip¬ 
pers. A liberal dose of syrup killed the taste but 
did nothing for the elasticity of the cakes. The 
coffee was a worthy companion. It probably 
was made of old rubber heels with perhaps a 
rusty muleshoe thrown in for extra flavor. To¬ 
tally undrinkable. 

1 got into my car and headed for Las Vegas, 
Nev., 225 miles away over mostly dirt roads. 
Only in the larger towns were stretches of pave¬ 
ment. After 10 hours of rough roads, the lights 
of Las Vegas came into view, and less than an 
hour later I pulled up in front of the Sal Sagev 
Hotel (Las Vegas spelled backwards). Across 
the street a brightly-lit restaurant promised food 
and warmth, and I was in need of both. It didn’t 


take long to check into the hotel, clean up and 
get across the street, look at the menu and order 
a sirloin steak. I waited with impatience, but 
what a letdown, what a disappointment. The 
steak was huge, overlapping both ends of the 
platter. One end of the steak was bloody raw, 
the other end burned black. It took an extraor¬ 
dinary chef to accomplish that. Selecting a neu¬ 
tral area, I managed to cut a bite of meat and 
started chewing. Another surprise. The meat 
refused to be masticated by perfect teeth and 
strong jaws. Instead, it started swelling up, 
and the harder I chewed the larger the chunk of 
meat grew. I was afraid of choking, so I man¬ 
aged to get it out of my mouth without too much 
commotion. I tried another bite, with the same 
result. 1 gave up. That steak must have been 
cut from a senior citizen rhinoceros. I ate the 
greasy potatoes, the discouraged pie and washed 
both down with a few swallows of tepid coffee. 
What an evening. 

Hours before daybreak I left Las Vegas, in¬ 
tent on reaching Pasadena in another 12 hours. 
The road was horrible, especially in the darkness, 
and that stretch from Las Vegas to Daggett was 
an endless nightmare. At Daggett I picked up 
Highway 66. Ah, good old 66! Its skinny cement 
ribbon carried me up and over Cajon Pass, down 
through the orange groves and vineyards of San 
Bernardino, Cucamonga, Rialto and all the rest, 
and eventually right down Colorado Blvd. in 
Pasadena. It was night, and the lights were a 
welcome change from the desert’s glare. I stopped 
at Fair Oaks Ave., leaned back and took a long 
stretch. Across the street was the Goodfellows 
Grill, a good restaurant. 1 had dined there many 
times when working in Pasadena a year or so pre¬ 
viously. Behind me were three days of bad roads, 
two terrible meals, all tempered by the fact that 
I had made it. I had reached the Promised Land.

Out of a class of nearly 500, 33 were dead. 
Some I knew well, others I recall as faces in classes 
and nothing more. 

I would check on matters of the heart. The 
flame of my life as a 16-year-old was Patricia 
Cotter... what’s this? Patricia Cotter Smart! 


She married someone named “Smart?” Oooh. 
She lives in Luxemborg. Were we close, you 
ask? Uh,no...she didn’t know I existed. It was 
a one-way thing. And the second flame of my 
youth - Paula Lothrop, a drum majorette, be¬ 
came a bag lady and died in the streets at a young 
age. 

The class beacon - the one whom everyone 
pinned significant hopes on was Albert “Bud” 
Krapf. Class president, the lead role in “H.M.S. 
Pinafore,” personable and quiet, he went on to 
West Point. We all knew he would become a 
general. Irony of ironies, he became a teacher 
and a leader in peace activities. This, long be¬ 
fore the activism of the ’60s. 

I can’t took at these photos too long. I find 
myself actually going through the events of that 
time so long ago. That’s not bad, 1 know, but 
it is sad: 

Oft in the stilly night. 

Ere slumber’s chain has bound me. 

Fond Memory brings the light 
Of other days around me; 

The smiles, the tears. 

Of boyhood’s years. 

The words of love then spoken; 

The eyes that shone

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Rescue Team participates in rescue of flier from mountain peak

Late last Thursday after¬ 
noon, Herman Ross, of 
Olivehurst, Calif., crash- 
landed his small private 
plane near the top of San 
Jacinto Peak, one of the 
highest mountains in 
Southern California. Ross 
survived the crash, at an 
elevation of 9200 feet, 
due to the soft, deep snow 
which cradled the impact 
but which then completely 
covered his plane. His 
problem then became how 


to survive the extreme 
cold and winter blizzard 
conditions which then 
surrounded him. 

His emergency radio 
was still operating and he 
was able to talk to com- 
merical aircraft passing 
overhead, notifying them 
of his predicament and 
giving his altitude and com¬ 
pass heading. Other than 
letting the world know he 
was alive, this informa¬ 
tion was of little help in 
determining his exact lo¬ 


cation. 

The Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team was 
called at 5 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day afternoon by the River¬ 
side Mountain Rescue 
Unit and asked to assist 
in the search. At the time. 
Sierra Madre was receiv¬ 
ing torrential rains, while 
high on the mountain there 
was heavy snowfall, howl¬ 
ing winds and near-zero 
visibility. It was just the 
kind of weather in which 
the local team performs 


best. 

Ten team members, 
equipped with full winter 
expedition gear, left im¬ 
mediately for Palm brings, 
where the tram was used 
for quick access to the 
upper part of the moun¬ 
tain. Forming into three 
smaller teams, the local 
men headed out on snow- 
shoes into the dark and 
the storm. Each team 
carried radio direction¬ 
finding equipment since 
the plane’s Emergency 
Locater Transmitter was 


operating, broadcasting 
a standard continuous 
emergency signal. 

By dawn Friday, the 
local teams were spread 
out across the top of the 
mountain, closing in on 
the site. About noon, 
there was a break in the 
weather, and a U.S. Marine 
helicopter from El Toro 
spotted the downed flier 
and lifted him out. He 
had suffered only minor 
injuries. 

The Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Teams walked 


back to the upper tram 
station through the heavy 
snow. Although the trek 
out took several hours. 


everyone agreed that it 
was a rewarding experience, 
the kind of life-threaten¬ 
ing emergency in the 


wilderness for which no 
other mountain rescue 
team is better trained or 
equipped.

“Me Generation” did to find an identity of their 
own while maintaining their place in the hip sin¬ 
gles culture of the time. Prim, proper school 
teacher by day, Dunn picks up men in bars by 
night, sleeping around as was the fashion dur¬ 
ing the swinging singles, pre-AIDS era. How¬ 
ever, Rossner fleshes Dunn out more than she 
could ever be realized in the movie. In the book, 
we learn much more about Dunn’s skewed per¬ 
ception of her place in the family, her low self¬ 
esteem, her emotional desire for and intellectual 
rejection of love, and her confusion and unhap¬ 
piness with her lot in life, over which she believes 
she has no control. Dunn indulges in promiscu¬ 
ous sex to get what she really craves - someone to 
hold her, to comfort her, to cherish her. But 
her yearning for this type of relationship, and 
commitment, will never be found in her one- 
night stands, which end when she picks up a man 
more confused than she. 

Rossner creates a character in Dunn that, 
through the situations she endures in life, we can 
honestly view as a tragic heroine of the ’70s. 
Dunn is doomed to fail in her quest for love and 
Rossner helps us understand her rather than con¬ 
demn her.

“We have been com¬ 
memorating the beauti¬ 
ful events of the infancy 
of Jesus since Christmas 
Day. In the liturgy of 
this past Sunday, how¬ 
ever, we witnessed Jesus 
as an adult. We see Him 
being baptized, and we 
hear the voice of God the 
Father saying to Him, 
‘You are my beloved Son. 
On You My favor rests.’ 

“The liturgical Feast 
of the Baptism of the 
Lxrrd concludes the Church’s 
celebration of Christmas. 
It helps to remind us that 
Jesus was born to be our 
Stivioi. His baptism marks 
the beginning of His pub¬ 
lic ministry which cul¬ 
minates in His paschal 
sacrifice. His death and 
resurrection, .lesus was 
born to die. He came in¬ 
to the world to offer Him¬ 
self in a perfect sacrifice 
to His heavenly Father 
for the salvation of the 
whole world. All through 
His life Jesus was on a re¬ 
lentless journey to the city 
of Jerusalem since it was 
there that He would ful¬ 
fill His mission. 

“Although the baptism 
of Jesus was not the sacra¬ 
ment which we receive, 
our baptism is related to 
His. Our baptism marked 
the beginning of our Chris¬ 
tian lives. God the Father 
kx)ked upon us with pride

and declared, ‘You are 
my beloved children, my 
sons and daughters, upon 
whom my favor rests.’ 

“Because we are the 
sisters and brothers of 
Jesus, as part of God’s 
family, we share his des¬ 
tiny. Baptism begins our 
journey up to Jerusalem 
with Christ to share in 
His paschal mystery. The 
journey will culminate for 
us, as it did for Jesus, with 
death and resurrection. 
But the Christian life is a 
constant, relentless jour¬ 
ney with Christ up to Jer¬ 
usalem. 

“The Church, our 
place of worship, is our 
Jerusalem. Our gather¬ 
ing every Sunday is the en¬ 
during characteristic of 
the sons and daughters 
of God. The Eucharist 
is our paschal sacrifice, 
our sacrament of sharing 
in the death and resurrec¬ 
tion of Christ. As we en¬ 
ter our spiritual Jerusalem 
we find a font. We bless 
ourselves with its holy 
water. That action is 
meant to be a reminder 
of our baptism, that great 
event which brought us 
into God’s family and 
formed us into such an 
intimate union with the 
Son of God that His des¬ 
tiny is our own.” (Taken 
from the words of Rev.

Everyone of us is on a 
journey with clear and 
predictable stages. We’ve 
been exploring in the Old 
Testament this process 
as demonstrated in the 
people of Israel. They 
become an example to us. 

First they descended in¬ 
to Egypt. Egypt became 
for them a place of op¬ 
pression and slavery. It’s 
easy to see ourselves in 
this picture slip-sliding 
into and struggling with 
the things that oppress 
and enslave us. 

Next, we see how God 
miraculously brought 
them out of slavery and 
pushed them forward to¬ 
wards their final destina¬ 


tion, Canaan, the land 
flowing with milk and 
honey. But before they 
reached Canaan they wan¬ 
dered for a while in the 
wilderness.

Each one of these stages 
of the journey repre-'ent 
aspects of our own per¬ 
sonal journey. And no 
matter what stage we’re 
in, Canaan or Egypt, the 
common ingredient in 
each stage was that God 
never abandoned them 
but accompanied them 
through both their dark¬ 
est and brightest moments.

CORE helps students trade 
electronic mail, do research 


Students at First Avenue 
Junior High School now 
have the opportunity to 
meet and exchange elec¬ 
tronic mail with computer 
enthusiasts from around 
the world as the junior 
high is the first in the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District to join CORE, 
California On-Line Re¬ 
sources for Educators. 

CORE, which began 
one year ago under the 
auspices of the University 
of California, is accessed 
through a computer with 
a modem and connects 
students and teachers to 
people all over the world 
through “Internet,” ex¬ 
plained Bill Manley, the 
First Avenue computer 
teacher, who reports that 
at least 30 students logged 
into the Bulletin Board 
System during the Christ¬ 
mas break. 

After the first week of 
vacation, a never-ending 
science fiction story al¬ 
ready was 20 pages long. 
Everyone was trying to 
“one up the other” as 
they add to the story via 


their computers, said Man- 
ley. 

“Among the overwhelm¬ 
ing opportunities avail¬ 
able on CORE is the abil¬ 
ity to search national li¬ 
braries for information 
about any research the 
staff or students are en¬ 
gaged in, i.e. term papers, 
doctoral research, etc. 
This information can be 
found using an electronic 
assistant called ‘Ask Eric,’ 
which is the latest state- 
of-the-art information re¬ 
trieval tool available for 
libraries,” added Manley, 
who has been teaching at 
First Avenue for 23 years. 

Students also have the 
opportunity to access 
CORE, for fun and re¬ 
search, from home, using 
the telephone and their 
own computers. Mauley 
said that a good percetit- 
ageof students have com¬ 
puters. F'ighth grader 
Billy Liu, who claims to 
spend “lots of time” on 
the computer at hotne, 
said that he’s really in¬ 
terested in the new ser¬ 
vices available with CORE.

First 
Avenue offers its Tele¬ 
communications Room, 
which is open every morn¬ 
ing before school and of¬ 
ten after school. 

CORE is accessed 
through a computer with 
a modem that First Avenue 
purchased with library 
funds atid with the help 
of Steve Wang of Long- 
well Computers in Arca¬ 
dia. Costs to log-on to 
the network are covered 
by donations from major 
corp<irations and the state, 
explained Manley, who 
added that the only cost 
is for the phone line ser¬ 
vice. 

Whether they are play¬ 
ing games or chatting 
with other cotnputer users, 
cotnnumicating with key- 
pals or doing research, 
First Avenue students are 
“sceitig a whole new world 
through computers,” ex¬ 
plained Manley. “When 
you see kids’ eyes light 
up, see their excitement.... 
That’s what teaching is 
all about.”

Karnigian credits yogurt 
for helping him reach 100 


Charles Karnigian, 
whose 100th birthday was 
celebrated last week by the 
Arcadia Senior Friend¬ 
ship Club, reports that his 
secret to longevity is the 
daily servings of his home¬ 
made yogurt. 


His two daughters, 
Pasadena residents Har¬ 
riet and Joan, a son-in- 
law, .several grandchildren 
and a great grandson as 
well as Mayor George 
Fasehing, were on hand 
to help Karnigian cele¬ 
brate his birthday. 

Karnigian, who was 
bom in Erzurum, Armenia 
on Jan. 7, 1893, left his 
homeland when he was 15 
years old. Both his mother 
and father had died, and 
an older sister had sent 
him a ticket for the boat 
trip to America. 


He stayed in a board¬ 
ing house in Marseilles, 
I ranec while waiting for 
the ticket. It was the first 
time he had ever seen 
electricity or trains. Af¬ 
ter four months in France, 
he was in a cafe when a 
man, who recognized 
Karnigian’s accent and 
knew which province he 
was from, approached 
him. There had been a 
mix-up with travel agents 
and this man had Karni¬ 
gian’s boat ticket. 


After a 12-day trip, he 
arrived at Ellis Island. 
Small for his age, he had 
to have his uncle send his 
birth certificate because 
he looked so young, and 
he could not get a job. 

Karnigian lived with 
his sister in Massachu.setts, 
where he worked, saved 


and paid her back for his 
ticket to America. 

He later went to Detroit 
and ultimately to Cali¬ 
fornia, where he eventual¬ 
ly opened a liquor store 
in Pasadena and in 1925 
married Pauline Abajian. 

Now retired, he keeps 
busy with his senior citi¬ 
zen activities and plays 
pinochle three or four 
limes each week. He lives 
in his own apartment, and 
according to a family 
spokesman, “maintains 
his very independent spirit, 
which he displayed at age 
15 when he traveled to 
America all by himself.”

Question: My dog’s eyes have 
developed a bluish-gray haze. His vision 
seems normal. Could he be developing x 

cataracts and will he go blind? 

Answer: Not necessarily. As a dog ages, more lens 
cells are produced at the outer edge forcing older cells toward 
the center. The lens gradually becomes denser as these cells 
become more tightly packed. Thus, the lens appears to have 
a bluish-gray haze to it. You will notice this phenomenon 
in dogs that are around six years or older and it is called 
nuclear sclerosis. This is a normal aging process and it does 
not cause blindness. 

Cataracts, on the other hand, can obscure vision. They 
may take many forms but generally they appear as dense 
white areas in the lens. As the cataract matures it will usually 
appear more white and diffuse. Cataracts can be surgically 
removed successfully in many cases by ophthamologists. 

It is important that if your dog does have a cataract that you 
monitor his eyes closely for redness or pain (blinking). In 
some cases a cataract will begin to break down and can cause 
severe inllammation in the eye leading to uveitis and some¬ 
times glaucoma. If you notice these signs it is important to 
see your veterinarian as soon as possible for treatment.
